TJC freshman rank slightly 
above the overall Southern junior 
college average in aptitude and 
ability, a release of Freshman 
Tests scores show. 

Results were charted from in¬ 
dividual scores of the battery tests 
administered during the first 
week of the fall semester. Scores 
of more than 400 TJC day fresh¬ 
men were used in computing the 
general results, Dean E. M. Potter 
announced. 

Figures show that TJC fresh¬ 
men as a whole ranked high in 
English tests covering mechanics 
and effectiveness of expression. 

They ranked slightly below the 
average on the Numerical test, 
dealing with various phases of 
mathematics and handling of 
members. However, there were a 
few students who made close to a 
perfect record on the Numerical 
tests, he said. 

The Psychological test, broken 
into two parts, tested the student’s 
scientific technical abilitj 7 and his 
aptitude in general liberal arts. 
The results of this test showed 
freshmen to be very high on the 
scientific test and just below aver¬ 
age in the liberal arts. 

In addition to the above, the 
Kudler Preference Test, purporting 
to show that students likes and de¬ 
sires, was given to assist in the 
selection of an occupation. No 
grades could be made on this test 
since it was based wholly on pref¬ 
erence. 

The student may discuss results 
of his tests with his respective 
counselor. Through this discussion 
the student will be in a better po¬ 
sition to overcome his particular 
weaknesses. 

The student may learn their re¬ 
sults of the Kuder Preference test 
as well as the aptitude test from 
his counselor. 

With future plans in mind as to 
a desired career, any student in 
TJC majr find in the library nu¬ 
merous Career Phamphlets cover¬ 
ing every phase of practically 
every profession. 

For example, should geology be 
the chosen career of a student, he 
could go to the library and find in 
these phamphlets all requirements,-, 
education, future prospects of a 
geologist. 

The history, plus divisions of 
geology, such as mineralogy, 
paleontology, museum work, and 


archeology are discussed. Methods 
of working both in the field and 
in the laboratory are explained. A 
full description of the geologist’s 
work, including a typical routine 
day in the field is given. 

Advantages and disadvantages 
are outlined plainly. Opportunities 
and salaries based on a recent 
scale are listed, and finally, how to 
get started in the field is discuss¬ 
ed.

The survey was conducted by 
TyleL* Junior College instructors 
under the sponsorship of the col¬ 
lege newspaper, the Pow Wow. 
Freshmen were asked to submit 
written, unsigned reasons for their 
choice of a college. Typical of the 
two thirds were these statements: 

“I came to TJC because the 
college combined the qualities I 
desired. It is* located near home, 
noted for its friendliness, and 
known for its educational stand¬ 
ards.” 


“I came because of financial 
reasons and because TJC was 
highly recommended to me by 
different p e o pie who should 
know.” 

“Because TJC is convenient to 
attend and because I can enjoy 
the advantages of college life and 
remain at home,” concluded* an¬ 
other student. 

A pre-med student favored the 
science department in TJC: “I 
live in Tyler. I want to become 
a doctor. Tyler Junior College has 
a very good pre-med department 
and is highly rated as a junior 
college.” 

Athletics and Coach Floyd 
Wagstaff, the band and Band Di¬ 
rector Eddie Fowler, and the 
Apache Belles and sponsor Mrs. 
Mildred Stringer have spread the 
name of Tyler Junior College 
across the nation. The survey 
showed these three groups to be 
directly responsible for almost 


a third of the present freshmen. 
From athletes: 

“I came to TJC because of 
football and education and be¬ 
cause Coach Wag is such a nice 
man.” 

“I came to TJC because I have 
heard that it is one of the best 
in the state. I think they can give 
me a good background when I 
enter a senior institution. I did 
not come here just to play foot¬ 
ball, although I came on a foot¬ 
ball scholarship.” 

“I wanted to come to TJC to 
play basketball on the greatest 
junior college team in the nation. 
I have wanted to come ever since 
I saw TJC play Lon Morris in 
Jacksonville four years ago.” 

The Apache Belles drew both 
sexes. From the boys: 

“I came to TJC to be with the 
Apache Belles.” 

“To play football and be close 
to the Apache Belles,” explained 
an athlete. 


Mew Ag Classes 
Will Be Offered 
For Spring Term 

Two courses dealing with plants, 
and another course concerning ag¬ 
riculture but not yet decided on, 
will be added to the spring curric¬ 
ulum. The two courses named are 
Botany of Seed Plants and Horti¬ 
culture, primarily for the benefit 
of Agriculture majors but an ex¬ 
cellent course for anyone inter¬ 
ested -in plant life, said lb Rice, 
instructor in agriculture. 

Botany of Seed Plants is a study 
of seed plants as living units. It 
concerns the internal and external 
processes of the plant in relation 
to life. It also includes a study 
of reproduction of plants and the 
history of plants. The course will 
be taught by George Stiles, in¬ 
structor in biology and chemistry. 

Horticulture, or plant propaga¬ 
tion, deals with vegetables, orna¬ 
mentals, and fruit. It takes up seed 
handling, including special treat¬ 
ments to influence germination, 
starting of plants by use of cut¬ 
tings, grafts, bulbs, etc. Factors 
influencing growth after trans¬ 
planting, harvesting, handling, and 
utilization, of fruit and vegetable 
crops are studied. 

“It. is. still uncertain what the 
other agriculture course will be, 
but it will probably be marketing 
of farm, products',!’ said ML Bice. 
This course deals with, various 
markets and prices of farm prod¬ 
ucts. 

The new courses were added as 
a result of “conflict of prerequi¬ 
sites for certain agriculture courses 
now offered,” explained Mr. Rice.!

Inducted Encounters Leatherneck 
Bunks, Chow And Strict Discipline

After we had been relieved of 
all our dice, knives, and other 
taboo personal gear, we were 
marched over to the supply room 
<of the receiving barracks to draw 
blankets and other sleeping equip¬ 
ment. 

Here we were lined up on both 
sides of a narrow corridor. The 
thing couldn’t have been over 
three feet wide and with men 
aligned along each side there just 
wasn’t much space left in the cen¬ 
ter. Lack of space seemed to be 
the idea. 

A big blond corporal with a 
strong facial resemblance to a 
bulldog and the disposition of a 
Brahma bull, began walking up 
and down the center of the hall. 
Any person who couldn’t melt into 
the wall enough to keep from 
brushing against him as he went 
by, was very rudely slapped out of 
the way. Everything we did was 
wrong and everything wrong 
called for a major act of discipline.

We learned that 
first thing—the hard way, as 
usual. 

Finally Monday morning rolled 
around and we were ordered out¬ 
side to meet our drill instructors 
who would have charge of us for 
the next nine weeks.

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SURE METHOD 

How To Raise 
four Grades 

Are you interested in raising 
that “F” or “C”? 

A helpful booklet in the library, 
“How to Improve Your Study 
Habits,” holds the answer. The 
valuable suggestions within are 
made by students who have learn¬ 
ed correct study habits. 

Only five factors stand between 
you and correct study habits: (1) 
budget of time, (2) correct note 
taking, (3) proper reading habits, 
(4) spelling (5) vocabulary. 

At least 45 per cent of college 
students drop out because of poor 
grades, the booklet showed. 

First, plan your time for study¬ 
ing, the successful students ad¬ 
vised. Many students waste val¬ 
uable hours, studying only when 
they have time. The authors sug¬ 
gested that each student take his 
schedule card and note the off 
time he has for studying. The 
booklet contains a schedule chart 
to assist you in planning your 
study program. 

Taking lecture notes is a sec¬ 
ond problem. Here again the au¬ 
thors suggest specific suggestions. 
Use large notebooks, listen atten¬ 
tively while the instructor is 
speaking, and write the notes in 
systematic order, using definite 
headings to be identified easily. 
Space notes properly. Don’t try to 
save paper by crowding. 

The third major factor that pre¬ 
vents the college student from at¬ 
taining successful results is his 
slow reading habits. In part, the 
handicap can be contributed to 
improper training of previous 
years. These “word readers” will 
improve in mechanics and vocab¬ 
ulary by reading more extensive- 

ly. ■ 

Spelling is considered the fourth 
stumbling block for students. The 
value of phonics and correct pro¬ 
nunciation are given their proper 
importance by the authors. 

Vocabulary, the fifth stumbling 
block, is one of the college stu¬ 
dent’s weakest necessities. Each 
person has four vocabularies. The 
booklet explains how to improve 
all of them.

Cameron and Little Rock with¬ 
drew last year, leaving it a three 
team loop. Dr. J. D. Moore, presi¬ 
dent of Victoria JC was elected 
president of the new conference, 
and Dean E. M. Potter of TJC was 
named vice-president. 

Many rules were adopted at the 
meeting Monday in Houston. Here 
are some of them: (1) Playing 
eligibility is limited to two years. 
There will be no three-year men 
in the conference as there have 
been in the Big Six Conference. 
(2) The schools will not be al¬ 
lowed to play students who have 
flunked out of senior colleges un¬ 
til they have attended junior col¬ 
lege for one semester with pass¬ 
ing grades. No ineligible transfer 
may attend junior college on a 
scholarship although he may be 
given a scholarship after he be¬ 
comes eligible. 

(3) . No married men will be 
allowed to play. Married men al¬ 
ready enrolled in college may 
finish their eligibility, however. 
Even a married man not on a 
scholarship will not be allowed 
to play. 

(4) . Athletes will be given room, 
board and tuition, plus $10 per 
month for laundry. That will be 
the extent of his aid, and no out¬ 
side help will be tolerated. (5) 
The home team will now receive 
all home gate receipts, except for 
$3 per mile one way that will be 
allowed the visiting team for 
travel expenses. (6) Schools will 
participate in football, basketball, 
tennis, golf and track.
